Among the definitions of the word “profession” in Webster's dictionary 
the one that most accurately describes professional librarianship is as fol- 
lows: “Aa calling in which one professes to have acquired some special know- 
ledge used by way either of instructing, guiding, or advising others or of 
serving them in some art." The time-honored professions are theology, law, 
and medicine. Librarianship as a profession is comparatively new. Never- 
theless one of the first things one librarian will ask of a secom librarian 
concerning the missing third is: "Is he professionally trained?" as far as 
I am aware, this means; “Is he a graduate of a library school?" If the an- 
swer is in the affirmative, that is well and fine. If the individual refer- 
red to is not professionally trained, he is often dismissed from the conver- 
sation with contempt. This is not as it should be, for some of our best 
librarians have been trained not in the library schools, but in the broader 
fields of the humanities, exact sciences, social sciences, medicine, law or 
theology. appointments to high posts are filled with reference to one's com- 
Plete background and to his peculiar aptitude for the position being offered. 


This is not to belittle library science. For the many of us who are 
professionally trained have indeed profited by our exposure to library school 
teaching. Dull as most library school courses are they do help us to organ- 
ize our knowledge concerning fundamentals such as cataloging, classification, 
bibliography, and reference work; and it is hoped in line with the sugges- 
tions of Miss Julia Wilson’ that medical librarians who have not attended 
library school will find time to do so. However, let us not judge a fellow 
librarian by whether or not he has gone to library school, but rather by his 
total library personality as evidenced by the way he is doing the job.
